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Fire department receives 
erant for turnout gear 


BARRE — The Barre Fire 
Department received a $5,915 
Firefighter Turnout Gear Grant 
from the Executive Office of 
Public Safety and Security 
(EOPSS) and the Department of 
Fire Services (DFS). The Barre 
Fire Department will be able to 
purchase 35 hoods and 35 sets 
of gloves for personal protection 
during firefighting operations. 

“This gear will protect our fire- 
fighters from the immediate risks 
associated with fighting fires in 
dangerous environments, and just 
as importantly, protect them from 
the delayed risk of occupational 
cancers caused by exposure to the 
toxic chemicals produced during 
fires,’ said Chief Rob Rogowski. 
Properly equipping firefighters 
with the gear they need to be safe 
allows them to do their jobs as 
effectively as possible and is a 


great benefit to the overall safety 
of the community. 

“We now know that the risk 
of occupational cancer is among 
the greatest threats faced by mod- 
ern firefighters and are thankful 
that the Commonwealth has been 
able to invest in this personal pro- 
tective equipment to improve the 
overall health and safety of fire- 
fighters,” said State Fire Marshal 
Peter J. Ostroskey. “Providing 
firefighters with new hoods and 
gloves to protect their heads and 
hands from exposure to the toxic 
chemicals that cause cancer is one 
of the most effective steps we can 
take to prevent future cancer diag- 
noses.” 

Funding for this grant pro- 
gram was made available through 
the Baker-Polito administration 
for fire departments across the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts.

Town administrator 
tenders resignation

BARRE — Town administra- 
tor Andrew Golas tendered his 
resignation to the Barre Board of 
Selectmen at the Monday night 
meeting during an executive ses- 
sion. 

His resignation was effective 
Feb. 2, 2020. He accepted a posi- 
tion as town administrator for the 
town of Charlton and will start Feb. 
3. 

Hubbardston visit 

Hubbardston selectman Dan 
Galante and finance commit- 


tee member Chuck Reed meet 
with Barre’s board of selectmen 
to discuss school budget process 
and assessments. Galante said 
he visited the Oakham select- 
men in October and planned to 
visit the boards in Hardwick and 
New Braintree as well. He said 
that Hubbardston had a property 
re-evaluation the year before and 
was deemed a more affluent town. 
Its assessments went up to 8.5 per- 
cent, a figure the town could not 
afford. At its annual town meet- 
ing, voters approved a 5 percent 
assessment instead. The Quabbin 
Regional School District lowered 
the number to 6.3 percent and 
Hubbardston again did not approve 
its assessment. Since three of the 
five member towns did not approve

BARRE — Dr. Richard Allan, 
chair of the policy review/reform 
subcommittee said at last weeks 
Quabbin Regional School District 
Committee meeting the new alter- 
nate learning program at the 
Quabbin Regional High School 
“shows promise.”

Allan said the program has a spe- 
cial education teacher and subject 
matter teachers.

“more help than usual.’ On the neg- 
ative side, a student said they needed 
“more break time.” 

Superintendent Dr. Sheila Muir 
said this program started on a “shoe- 
string.” She said it was a benefit to

the surrounding communities. 

“This is our biggest fundraiser 
of the year,” said co-chair of the 
event and member of the fire asso- 
ciation, Jess Bennett. 

In the past, monies raised from 
the fair and various other fund- 
raisers enabled the department to 
purchase extremely important fire 
and emergency apparatus, which 


unfortunately would never make it 
to the yearly budget. 

Last year the fire department 
was able to purchase the Jaws of 
Life Cutter for $9,000. There is 
the hope to make another pur- 
chase this year for a Jaws of Life 
Spreader for $11,000. Both Jaws 
of Life are battery powered, expe- 
diting their use once the fire fight- 
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ers arrive at the scene of an emer- 
gency. 

“These jaws of life are game 
changers,’ New Braintree fire 
fighter Joshua Gagnon said. 
“They are a lot faster style. The 
second you pick it up, it’s ready 
to use.” 

The most recent apparatus they 
purchased is able to cut metal. The 
newest Jaws of Life piece they 
would like to add to their fleet is 
able to crush objects and pop open 
doors. 

“Tt’s a small community, but we 
feel the support from them,” stated 
Gagnon, as he sat with his fellow 
fire fighters selling raffle tickets to 
help the cause. 

Close to 60 crafters traveled 
from all parts of the state to set up 
shop in either the New Braintree 
Town Hall or the school right 
across the way in the picturesque 
New Braintree town center. 

The two locations had a steady 
stream of traffic throughout the 
hours the fair was in operation 
and the variety of crafters offered 
something for everyone on a holi- 
day gift list.

Giuseppe Verdi was an 
extremely prolific compos- 
er, who provided the world 
with decades of popular operas 
throughout the mid to late 
1800s. An Italian with strong 
connection to the common peo- 
ple, he built a huge farming 
enterprise with many loyal ten- 
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ants and by the end of his life 
was a generous supporter of the 
public welfare through many 
philanthropic endeavors, among 
them a home for retired compos- 
ers and musicians that still is in 
operation today. 

The Anvil Chorus is from his 
1853 opera Il Trovatore, which 
depicts Spanish gypsies striking 
their anvils at dawn, hence its 
English name and singing the 
praises of hard work, good wine 
and Gypsy women. 

Chorus of the Hebrew Slaves 
from Nabucco premiered in 
1842 twenty years before Italian 
unification in the early 1860s. 
At Verdi’s funeral in 1901 over 
200,000 mourners sang this 
piece in the streets to honor 
Verdi and Italian nationalism. It 
has become a theme song for 
Italian nationalism. 

“Aida” opened in Cairo, 
Egypt in 1871. Complete with 
elephants and hundreds of sing- 
ers, it was a no holds barred pro- 
duction that 
quickly swept 
the world. 
Notice the 
prominent role 
of the trumpets 
in this piece 
that is familiar 
to most listen- 
ers today.

ing giant, Richard Wagner, 
will be sampled at the concert 
with “Pilgrim’s Chorus” from 
Tannhasuer. The song represents 
the penitential journey of pil- 
grims as they travel to and from 
Rome to receive absolution. The 
noble aspirations of the penitents 
are embodied in this song, which 
sings the praises of God’s mercy 
and the peace obtained by those 
who remit the debt of their sins. 

Samuel Barber was an 
American composer who lived 
from 1910-1981. “Angus Dei” 
is one of his choral works, 
though he composed for 
orchestra, opera, chorus and 
piano. Circle of Song has been 
working for an entire year to 
bring this challenging and 
haunting piece of sacred music.

DEAR EDITOR: 

I am 8 years old.Some of my little friends say there is 
no Santa Claus.Papa says, ‘If you see it in The Sun it’s so.’ 
Please tell me the truth; is there a Santa Claus? 


Virginia O’ Hanlon. 
115 West Ninety-fifth Street. 


Virgiia, your little friends are wrong. They have 
been affected by the skepticism of a skeptical age. 
They do not believe except they see. They think that 
nothing can be which is not comprehensible by their 
little minds. All minds, Virginia, whether they be 
men’s or children’s, are little. In this great universe 
of ours man 1s a mere insect, an ant, in his intellect, 
as compared with the boundless world about him, as 
measured by the intelligence capable of grasping the 
whole of truth and knowledge. 

Yes, Virginia, there is a Santa Claus. He exists as 
certainly as love and generosity and devotion exist, 
and you know that they abound and give to your life 
its highest beauty and joy. Alas! how dreary would be 
the world if there were no Santa Claus. It would be 
as dreary as if there were no Virginias.

Only faith, fancy, poetry, 
love, romance, can push aside that curtain and view 
and picture the supernal beauty and glory beyond. Is it 
all real? Ah, Virginia, in all this world there is nothing 
else real and abiding. 

No Santa Claus! Thank God! he lives, and he lives 
forever. A thousand years from now, Virginia, nay, ten 
times ten thousand years from now, he will continue 
to make glad the heart of childhood.

MOLASSES SPICE CRINKLES 

3/4 cup shortening 

I cup granulated sugar 

I large egg 

I/4 cup molasses 

2 cups all-purpose flour 

I tsp. baking powder 

I tsp. baking soda 

IA4 tsp. salt 

I tsp. ground ginger 

I tsp. ground cinnamon 

1/2 tsp. ground nutmeg 

I/4 tsp. ground cloves 

Beat shortening at medium 
speed with an electric mixer until 
fluffy. Gradually add 1 cup granu- 
lated sugar, beating well. Add egg 
and molasses; beat well. 

Combine flour and next 8 ingre- 
dients, stirring well. Add one- 


fourth of flour mixture at a time 
to shortening mixture, beating at 
low speed after each addition until 
blended. Cover and chill 1 hour. 
Shape dough into | inch balls, 
and roll in sparkling sugar. Place 
2 inches apart on ungreased bak- 
ing sheets. Bake at 375 degrees for 
9 to 11 minutes. Tops will crack. 
Remove to wire racks to cool com- 
pletely. 

Here is another quick recipe I 
plan to make. 

CHOCOLATE AND ALMOND 
MACAROONS 
3/4 cup condensed milk 
I 14-0z package sweetened 
flaked coconut 

I/A tsp. almond extract 

L/S tsp. salt 

24 whole unblanched almonds 

1/2 cup dark chocolate morsels 

Stir together first four ingre- 
dients. Drop dough by lightly 
greased tablespoonfuls onto parch- 


ment paper-lined baking sheets. 
Press an almond into top of each 
cookie. Bake at 350 degrees for 
15 to 17 minutes or until gold- 
en. Remove to wire racks to cool. 
Microwave 1/2 cup morsels on 
high for | minute and 15 seconds, 
stirring at 30 second intervals and 
at the end. Transfer to a 1 qt. zip- 
top plastic freezer bag, cut a tiny 
hole in one corner of bag. Pipe 
melted chocolate over cooled 
cookies by gently squeezing bag. 
Place a piece of wax paper under 
the wire rack to catch the choco- 
late droppings and to help with the 
clean up.

Amaryllis a welcomed Christmas gift 


t least in my house, 
the gift of an amaryllis 
bulb never goes into the 


re-gift pile. Some may think 
this readily available box kit is 
without much thought on the 
giver’s part, but I beg to dif- 
fer. Pot it up and you will be 
delighted with tropical blooms 
in late winter, just when we 
could all use a bright spot. But 
there is no need to enjoy and 
discard the plant after it blooms. 
This bulb has a whole lot of 
life left in it!! To learn all about 
amaryllis culture read on. 

The hybrid amaryllis we 
know and love is botanically a 
hippeastrum. This name never 
caught on and so it continues to 
go by the name of one of it par- 
ents, Amaryllis Belladonna. It 
most commonly appears in red, 
white, and salmon, but striped 
and mottled shades of each are 
available. The flowers bloom in 
clusters of four to six, atop stur- 
dy stalks, which depending on 
variety, can be 12 to 24 inches 
tall. By the look of the flowers 
one would surmise that they are 
tropical in nature. This is cor- 
rect, and for this reason they 
can be planted outside in our 
climate only during the warm 
summer months. The growth 
cycle of the amaryllis makes it 
especially easy to force indoors, 
as 1t can be shipped during 
its dormancy in late fall/early 
winter, and potted up to bloom 
when it would naturally, from 
February to April. 

Amaryllis kits usually cost 
between $10 and $20. I have 
found that the more elaborate 
the enclosed container is, the 


more expensive the 
kit will be. The pot 
should be durable 
enough to hold up 
a top-heavy plant, 
and big enough to 
allow one to two 
inches between it 
and the bulb, that’s 
it. It should be a 
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support so that it 
won’t snap or bend. 
To keep the flowers 
looking their best for 
the longest amount 
of time, it 1s recom- 
mended to pinch off 
the anthers inside 
the flower before 
they begin losing

If you do hit the 
clearance rack and it is possible 
to open the kit and inspect the 
bulb, do so. A few dried roots 
are Okay, but the bulb should be 
hard, free of any soft spots and 
rot. 

The soil that comes with 
your kit will likely work just 
fine. It should be high in organ- 
ic matter but still drain well. 
To plant, fill the container with 
moistened potting soil about 
one-half to two-thirds of the 
way, place the bulb on top and 
fill in with the remaining soil. 
It should be buried about half 
way, with its upper portion and 
neck sitting above the rim. If 
the soil was sufficiently moist- 
ened you need not water again 
until sprouting occurs. At this 
stage it is critical not to over 
water, as soggy soil will rot the 
bulb. Temperatures around 60 
degrees during this period are 
ideal. Once growth has start- 
ed fertilizer can be provided, 
but the bulb should bloom well 
without it. 

Once the buds have emerged 
it may be necessary to provide 
the stalk with a stake for some 


will also help. There 

is no need to discard 
the amaryllis after it has flow- 
ered. With care, it can thrive as 
a houseplant, delighting us with 
blooms year after year! 

When the flowers have with- 
ered cut off the stalk about two 
inches above the bulb. Growth 
will be prolific during the next 
few months. Care should be 
given to provide the bulb with 
full sunlight, ample water and 
fertilizer. In the fall, foliage will 
begin to yellow. Allow the soil 
to dry completely as the bulb 
enters its dormant period. After 
a few months of dormancy 
watering can resume and with 
good fortune, blooms should 
reappear in six to eight weeks.

Chair of the policy review/reform 
subcommittee, Dr. Allan, asked the 
school committee to place six updat- 
ed policies be placed on the table for 
thirty-day public review.

DESE to conduct Tiered Focused 
Monitoring Review at Monty Tech 


FITCHBURG -— During the week 
of Jan. 20, 2020, the Department 
of Elementary and Secondary 
Education’s (DESE) Office of Public 
School Monitoring (PSM) will con- 
duct a Tiered Focused Monitoring 
Review of Montachusett Regional 
Vocational Technical School. The 
Office of Public School Monitoring 
visits each district and charter school 
every three years to monitor com- 
pliance with federal and state spe- 
cial education and civil rights reg- 
ulations. Areas of review related to 
special education include student 
assessments, determination of eligi- 
bility, the Individualized Education 
Program (IEP) Team process and 
IEP development and implementa- 
tion. Areas of review related to civil 
rights include bullying, student dis- 
cipline, physical restraint, and equal 
access to school programs for all stu- 
dents.

During the onsite review, the 
Office of Public School Monitoring 
will interview the chairperson(s) 
of the district’s Special Education 
Parent Advisory Council (SEPAC). 
Other onsite activities may include 
interviews of district staff and 
administrators, reviews of student 
records, and onsite observations.

Cannabis Control Commission 
amends quarantine order 


WORCESTER—The Cannabis 
Control Commission issued 
an amended quarantine order 
for vaporizer devices and prod- 
ucts manufactured by Marijuana 
Establishments and Medical 
Marijuana Treatment Centers 
in Massachusetts. Effective at 2 
p.m. Thursday, Dec. 12, the order 
permits the sale of devices used 
to vaporize flower for adult and 
medical use of marijuana, devices 
designed to vaporize concentrate 
that do not contain usable marijua- 
na, and regulated vaporizer prod- 
ucts that are manufactured starting 
Thursday which pass screens for 
vitamin E acetate as well as other 
contaminants required under the 
commission’s testing protocols. 

The commission’s initial quar- 
antine remains in place for all 
other marijuana vaporizer products 
that have been manufactured prior 
to Dec. 12. 

Today’s action modifies a Nov. 
12 quarantine order the commis- 
sion issued following a Superior 
Court ruling concerning the 
Commonwealth’s declared vap- 
ing public health emergency 
and investigative findings from 
the U.S. Centers for Diseases 
Control and Prevention (CDC) 
that identified vitamin E acetate 
as a chemical of concern among 
people with e-cigarette, or vap- 
ing, product use associated lung 
injury. On Dec. 6, the commis- 
sion entered into a data-sharing 
agreement with the Department of 
Public Health (DPH) after DPH 
identified licensees that may be 
linked to probable lung injury 
cases in Massachusetts. No case 
with a confirmed injury has so 
far identified using vaping prod- 
ucts that were purchased from a 
licensed Marijuana Establishment 
or Medical Marijuana Treatment 
Center. 

As part of an ongoing investi- 
gation, the commission continues 
to test vaporizer products for the 
presence of toxicants or contam- 
inants, including vitamin E ace- 
tate and heavy metals. Using val- 
idated tests, Independent Testing 
Laboratories have not identified

detectable levels of vitamin E 
acetate from 91 initial vaporizer 
product testing samples that were 
collected from unique source pro- 
duction batches from 19 licensees 
in November. The commission is 
still awaiting the results of 126 
additional vaporizer product test 
samples collected from unique 
source production batches from 22 
licensees in December. 

Based on initial testing 
results from samples collected in 
December, the commission has 
determined continued investi- 
gation is necessary to determine 
Whether any vaporizer prod- 
uct samples exceed the heavy 
metals threshold established in 
the commission’s Protocol for 
Sampling and Analysis of Finished 
Medical Marijuana Products and 
Marijuana-infused Products. The 
commission’s investigation into 
existing vaporizer product toxi- 
cants remains ongoing. 

Under the amended order, prior 
to the sale of any new vaporiz- 
er products, licensees will be 
required to confirm the finished 
products do not contain vitamin 
E acetate and remain in compli- 
ance with the commission’s test- 
ing protocols after the injection of 
usable marijuana concentrate. The 
order also underscores all licens- 
ees’ ability to submit marijuana 
vaping products to Independent 
Testing Laboratories for vitamin 
E acetate screening or retesting for 
toxicants or contaminants while 
the commission’s quarantine on 
additional marijuana vaping prod- 
ucts remains in place. 

Going forward, in accordance 
with new regulations approved 
by the commission in September, 
licensees that sell marijuana vap- 
ing products will be required to 
list their active or inactive addi- 
tives, including the amount 
infused or incorporated during the 
manufacturing process, including 
thickening agents, thinning agents, 
and specific terpenes. Under the 
amended quarantine order, licens- 
ees will also be required to dis- 
close that the patient or consumer 
may request to inspect a copy of 


the product’s associated testing 
results. 

Retailers and dispensaries that 
sell vaporizer products will be 
required to post a conspicuous dis- 
claimer that reads, “This product 
has been tested for contaminants, 
including Vitamin E Acetate, with 
no adverse findings. 

Warning: “Vaporizer prod- 
ucts may contain ingredients 
harmful to health when inhaled,’ 
and provide an insert with the 
same language at point of sale. 
Additionally, those that sell dis- 
posable and reusable vaporiz- 
er devices such as pens will be 
required to include a written insert 
that identifies their manufacturer, 
battery, and other known compo- 
nents, and discloses the materials 
used in their atomizer coil. This 
information will be required to be 
included in product lists posted on 
the licensee’s website and other 
third-party applications as well. 

The amended order also man- 
dates additional compliance terms 
for licensees that pertain to record- 
keeping in the state’s seed-to- 
sale tracking system and between 
licensees that wholesale products. 

While the commission’s quar- 
antine on products manufactured 
before Dec. 12 remains ongoing, 
patients or consumers who are 
concerned about a product they 
bought previously should consult 
with the Marijuana Establishment 
or Medical Marijuana Treatment 
Center from which it was pur- 
chased. Licensees may be able to 
provide more information about 
where a product was produced, 
as well as manufacturing details 
about the cartridge, battery, atom- 
izer coil or other components. 

The commission continues 
to encourage patients who are 
impacted by the quarantine to con- 
sult with a clinician about alterna- 
tives to care.

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AAA predicts highest number of travelers this holiday 


More Americans than ever on 
record, 115.6 million, will travel 
this holiday season, from Sunday, 
Dec. 21 through Wednesday, Jan. 
1, 2020. That is the most in nearly 
20 years since AAA began tracking 
in 2000, and represents an increase 
of 3.9% over last year, or 4.3 mil- 
lion more people packing up their 
sleighs for a holiday getaway. 
More than 104 million of those 
holiday travelers will drive to their 
destinations and, INRIX, a global 
transportation analytics company, 
expects delays to be the worst on 
Thursday, Dec. 26, with afternoon 
delays reaching nearly double con- 
gestion-free drive times in major 
U.S. cities. 

Massachusetts will also see 
the highest numbers in almost 20 
years, with over 2.5 million resi- 
dents planning to travel, 2.2 mil- 
lion of them by car. 

“Holiday cheer is at an all-time 
high this year, with unemploy- 
ment at historically low levels, and 
noted improvements in both dis- 
posable income and household net 
worth,” said Mary Maguire, direc- 


tor, public and legislative affairs, 
AAA Northeast. “Travelers should 
be getting used to crowded high- 
ways and airports, as this marks 
the eighth straight year of new 
record-high travel volumes for the 
year-end holidays.” 

More Americans than ever on 
record will drive this holiday sea- 
son 

Automobiles: 104.8 million 
Americans, the most on record, 
will drive to their holiday desti- 
nations. That means 3.9 million 
more people are expected on the 
roads compared with last year, for 
an increase of 3.9 percent. 

Planes: With 4.9 percent 
growth, air travel will see the big- 
gest increase in travel volume 
during the year-end holidays, with 
6.97 million Americans expected 
to fly, the most since 2003. 

Trains, buses and cruise ships: 
Travel by these other modes will 
reach 3.81 million, 3 percent more 
than last year. 

For the 104.8 million 
Americans traveling by auto- 
mobile, INRIX, in collaboration 


with AAA, predicts only margin- 
al delays throughout the holiday 
week. Nationally, drivers could 
experience double the travel times 
on Thursday and Friday after- 
noon, although New York City and 
Washington, D.C. could see triple 
the delays. 

“With kids out of school and 
many Americans taking extended 
time off for the holidays, drivers 
will experience only incremen- 
tal delays throughout the week. 
Although congestion will be light- 
er than normal, knowing when 
and where major delays will like- 
ly happen will help save time and 
reduce stress this holiday season,” 
says Trevor Reed, a transportation 
analyst at INRIX. 

Worst day to travel in Boston 
will be Friday, Dec. 27 from 4-6 
p.m. with a delay multiplier of Ix. 

The holidays can be a stressful 
time; AAA encourages drivers to 
maintain a cool head, and focus on 
reaching their destination safely. 
AAA offers these tips to help pre- 
vent road rage: 

Do not offend: Never cause

another driver to change their 
speed or direction. That means not 
forcing another driver to use their 
brakes, or turn the steering wheel 
in response to something you have 
done. 

Be tolerant and forgiving: The 
other driver may just be having a 
really bad day. Assume that it 1s 
not personal. 

Do not respond: Avoid eye con- 
tact, don’t make gestures, main- 
tain space around your vehicle and 
contact 9-1-1 if needed. 

More than 853,000 motorists 
will call AAA for assistance at 
the roadside this holiday season. 
Dead batteries, flat tires and lock- 
outs will be the leading reasons 
AAA members will experience car 
trouble. AAA recommends motor- 
ists take their vehicles to a trust- 
ed repair facility to perform any 
needed maintenance before head- 
ing out on a road trip. And remem- 
ber to slow down and move over 
for stopped emergency vehicles at 
the roadside. It’s the law in all 50 
States. 

A recent analysis of AAA’s 


flight booking data revealed that 
most travelers depart two to four 
days prior to the Christmas holi- 
day, Dec. 21-23 with the Dec. 22 
being the single busiest air travel 
day of the holiday week. These 
travelers, on average, pay ticket 
prices between $593 and $639. 
Christmas Eve is the best day to 
travel, with the lowest average 
price per ticket ($527) and the 
fewest crowds of the holiday week. 
Many travelers opt to fly after the 
Christmas holiday leading up to 
New Year’s, and they pay a pre- 
mium to do so. Dec. 26 has the 
highest average ticket price of the 
week at $692. 

Theme parks, warm-weath- 
er destinations and NYC top hol- 
iday getaways. Theme parks in 
Orlando and southern California, 
other warm-weather locales and 
the iconic holiday destination New 
York City top the list of 10 most 
popular destinations in the U.S. 
for the year-end holidays, based 
on advance AAA Travel book- 
ings: Orlando, Florida; Anaheim, 
California; Honolulu, Hawaii; 


Kahului, Maui, Hawaii; Las Vegas, 
Nevada; Ft. Lauderdale, Florida; 
New York, New York; Miami, 
Florida; Tampa, Florida and 
Phoenix, Arizona. 

Many travelers are also seeking 
warm weather and sandy beach- 
es in Mexico and the Caribbean 
this holiday season. Cancun, 
Mexico; Punta Cana, Dominican 
Republic; Montego Bay, Jamaica;

month for home fires 


Glittering decorations, holiday 
meals and treats, enjoying the warmth 
of home on a wintry day — these are 
hallmarks of the holiday season. 
However, these traditions and festiv- 
ities also present an increased risk 
of fire, making December a leading 
month for U.S. home fires. According 
to the National Fire Protection 
Association (NFPA), Christmas Day 
and Christmas Eve are two of the top 
three days for home cooking fires 
and the top two days for home candle 
fires. 

Fortunately, there are several steps 
people can take to significantly reduce 
the risk of fire during the holiday sea- 
son. 

“While the threat of fire does 
increase during the holiday sea- 
son, there’s no need to let that put a 
damper on your holiday plans,” said 
Lorraine Carli, NFPA vice president 
of Outreach and Advocacy. “Once you 
know where potential hazards exist, 
taking some simple steps to minimize 
them can help ensure a festive, fire- 
safe season.” 

Following are NFPA statistics that 
underscore the increased risk of fire 
during the holidays: 

Decorations 

Home fires that began when deco- 
rations caught fire caused an average 
of three civilian deaths, 34 civilian 
fire injuries and $12 million in direct 
property damage per year from 2013 
to 2017. In 44 percent of these fires, 
the decoration was too close to a heat 
source. Ensure that decorations are 
kept at least 3 feet away from heat 
sources, especially candles. Fifty- 
seven percent of December home dec- 
oration fires were started by candles, 
compared to 32 percent in January 
through November. In addition, 
December is the peak month for can- 
dle fires. Sixty percent of home candle 
fires started because a flammable item 
was too close to the candle. In 13 per- 
cent of the fires, the candle was left 
unattended or abandoned. 

Christmas trees 

Christmas tree fires are not as com- 
mon as fires started by other decora- 
tions, but when they do occur, they 
are much more likely to be serious. 
An annual average of 160 home fires 
began with Christmas trees. On aver- 
age, one of every 52 reported home 


Christmas tree fires resulted in a 
death, compared to an average of one 
death per 135 total reported home 
fires. Electrical distribution or lighting 
equipment was involved in more than 
two of every five (44 percent) home 
Christmas tree fires, with decorative 
lights the leading type of equipment 
involved. 
Cooking 

Cooking is the leading cause of 
U.S. home fires year-round; unattend- 
ed cooking is the leading cause of 
these fires, accounting for 31 percent 
of home cooking fires. Christmas Day 
is the second-leading day for home 
cooking fires, with 69 percent more 
fires than the average daily number. 
Christmas Eve is not far behind, with 
58 percent more fires than the daily 
average. 

Heating 

Heating equipment is the sec- 
ond-leading cause of U.S. home fires, 
with nearly half of all home heat- 
ing fires occurring in December, 
January and February. The leading 
factor contributing to home heat- 
ing fires (27 percent) was failure to 
clean, principally from solid-fueled 
heating equipment, primarily chim- 
neys. Most home heating fire deaths 
(86 percent) involved stationary or 
portable space heaters. In the major- 
ity of these deaths, something that 
could catch fire was too close to the 
heater. 

With these statistics in mind, NFPA 
offers a wealth of holiday fire safety 
tips and information for safely enjoy- 
ing the holiday season at www.nfpa.
